What Is the Abomination of Desolation? 


The abomination of desolation is the 
substitution of pagan or heathen wor- 
ship, instead of the worship of the true 
and living God of heaven and earth. 
Thus when Antiochus Epiphanes, about 
145 B. C., plundered the holy temple in 
Jerusalem, “the erected a dreadful dese- 
cration upon the altar, and in the towns 
of Judah round about they built altars, 
and at the doors of their houses. In the 
squares they burned incense and where- 
ever they found the book of the law, 
they tore it up and burned it. If anyone 
was found to possess a book of the agree- 
ment or respected the law, the king’s 
(Antiochus Epiphanes) decree  con- 
demned him to death. The Israelites who 
appeared from month to month in the 
towns they treated with force. On the 
twenty-fifth of the month (Chrisleu) in 
the one hundred and forty-fifth year, 
B. C., they offered sacrifice upon the 
altar which was set upon the altar of 
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burnt offering. The women who had cir- 
cumcised their children, they put to 
death under the decree, hanging their 
children or babies around their necks, and 
destroying their families and the men 
who had circumcised them. (Compare 
St. Matt. 24:19, “Woe unto them that 
are with child, and to them that give 
suck in those days!””) (Tribulation.) Yet 
many in Israel stood firm and resolved 
in their hearts not to eat what was un- 
clean. They preferred death to being 
polluted with food or profaning the sa- 
cred agreement (this should be the at- 
titude of every Christian), and so they 
died. And Israel suffered intensely.” 
(First Book of Maccabees) 

Antiochus Epiphanes offered hogs and 
unclean cattle upon an altar, thus fore- 
shadowing the coming antichrist and 
abomination of desolation. Antiochus 
Epiphanes is no doubt one of the most 
outstanding types of the coming man of

My Recent ‘Visit to the Mission 


8 hw outlook is very encouraging on 
these islands in the face of these 
perilous times. The Haiti situation, we 
are assured, has taken a decided turn for 
the better. 

Upon my arrival in Haiti, the unusy- 
ally warm reception from the earnest, 
sincere workers present and the little or- 
phan children, who so beautifully ren- 
dered their program of welcome at the 
orphanage (which, incidentally, was not 
closed), intensified greatly the already 
heaven burden for Haiti. (You couldn’t 
have held the tears back either, being 
face to face with their whole-hearted 
appreciation for what the Church of 
God is doing for them. They believe in 
God and are depending on you. Bless 
their hearts! ) 

With the news that their general over- 
seer had arrived, some of the natives, 
through misunderstanding, heard also 
that our churches were opened. You can 
imagine their keen disappointment when 
we were forced to say, “Not yet.” Once 
before they were sadly disappointed be- 
cause they were told by their local police 
in a certain district that the president had 
ordered the police department to cease 
closing churches and that that meant 
our churches were opened. They opened 
up and then came into Port-au-Prince to 
celebrate the good news, only to learn 
that no such order regarding our work 
had been issued. 

We immediately discussed at length 
the possibilities of opening our churches 
with Mr. Glion Curtis, Jr., our Ameri- 
can consul, who assured us that both 
times the Honorable Cordell Hull, Sec- 
retary of State, had called upon their 
office relative to this matter, they gave 
it prompt attention and could assure us 
that things were working in our favor. 
Through the courtesy of Mr. Curtis we 
were permitted to visit our American 
minister (ambassador) John C. White, 
who impressed us very much as being 
a man thoroughly capable of bearing his 


‘great responsibility of our Government 


during these war times; and he kindly 
advised that we exercise patience for 
the present. We gladly accepted his ad- 
vice and highly appreciated the sugges- 
tions and courtesies received from our 
American legation. 

Brother John P. Kluzit, our overseer, 
and I were also privileged to meet Mr. 
Charles Fombrun, Minister of State, also 
Minister of Religion, the day before he 
with his party, representing the Haitian 
Government, sailed by plane for the con- 
ference of the twenty-one republics at 
Rio de Janeiro. We also met Senator Ma- 
Glorie, editor of the newspaper called Le 
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DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, 
AND JAMAICA

Matin, who quite thoroughly understands 
the whole situation. We also met Mr. 
Etzer Vilaire, vice-president of the Su- 
preme Court, who has for some time 
made a careful study of the recent per- 
secutions in _ Haiti. Surely the Great 
Judge of all the earth will do right in 
this matter there, for after all, we must 
depend on Him. We appreciate friends 
and feel that we may have many more 
since this persecution; yet, again, I urge 
you to continue in prayer that the Lord 
will- undertake, for unless He does, the 
enemy will continue to hinder and thou- 
sands of persons will be lost in sin’s dark 
night without a ray of light across their 
eternal pathway. 
- The Dominican Republic 

Our work in this republic is making 
wonderful progress under the supervision 
of Brother and Sister Kluzit, who are de- 
voting their activities exclusively to the 
work there, since our churches were 
closed in Haiti. Sister Kluzit, who used 
to teach French in college in New York 
state, has made wonderful progress in the 
study of the languages and is speaking 
and preaching regularly with good suc- 
cess among the people there. Brother 
Kluzit, likewise, speaks the language 
quite well already, and they are earnest- 
ly praying for a revival to sweep the Do- 


minican Republic. As yet, however, they 
are unable to see the thousands weeping 
their way to victory as were in Haiti 
but are thankful for the steady increase 
of souls each month. On this trip to the 
churches Brother Kluzit baptized nine 
persons in the Atlantic Ocean at Porta 
Plata, and seven in the river at Santiago. 

The President of the Dominican Re- 
public, Mr. Trujillo, has made wonder- 
ful progress in developing the country; 
frankly, I believe that it is one of our 
great opportunities in the mission field. 
There are many precious souls interested 
in the gospel now. The early missionar- 
ies suffered greatly in order to estab- 
lish the work there. I understand Rev. 
Mr. Mills went to this republic fifty 
years ago as the first Protestant mission- 
ary and worked for nine years before he 
gained one convert. There was much se- 
vere persecution that he was thrown into 
jail several times. The first convert, a 
mother, and her children were stoned 
at different times and the mother was 
put in prison. While in prison, her daugh- 
ter, the young lady, was again stoned. 
One stone struck her head, causing her 
death immediately afterward. The feel- 
ing of opposition was so tense that she 
was refused a burial in the cemetery but 
was placed outside the wall. [tc was only 
in 1940 that the old cemetery wail was 
pulled down and extended so as to in- 
clude her grave. The son of Rev. Mills is 
still an active missionary there and has 
a nice Bible school under the direction 
of Mr. Thompson, whom we met when 
we visited the school. God has blessed the 
faithful efforts of the people there, and 
a number of souls have been brought to 
the Lord. Do continue to pray that God 
will send a sweeping revival to the Do- 
minican Republic. 

Jamaica 

There was a blackout on the plane as 
we landed at the port at Kingston, and all 
the special precautions used and the new 
extra high barbed wire fence about the 
airport proved that we were in a coun- 
try which England and America regard 
as an important area. 

The convention began, as scheduled, 
on Saturday night, January 24, with a 
large number of ministers in attendance, 
and people throughout the island, to- 
gether with the many from the city. 
God was with us from the beginning. 
Many times His power and presence was 
so real in our midst. The large crowds 
continued to increase to the last. The last 
two nights there was special response 
to the evangelistic messages. Sister Pear- 
son stated that she believed there were

The Christian “THE Christian flag is in the news! It’s 
Flag about time.” These remarks are from an 

editorial in the Protestant Voice of Feb- 
ruary 6. While the fervor of pa- 
triotism is burning high, it seems 
that there is no less fervor for 
Christianity, whether it be in reality 
or whether it be in form. The Prof- 
estant Voice goes on to say, “The 
Christian flag is a timely subject. 
This week the Federal Council of 
Churches issues recommendations on 
the use of flags in church buildings, 
in response to requests from denomi- 
national representatives. 


Perhaps many Protestant laymen 
did not know of the existence of a 
special Christian flag. It has been 
used since 1897 when it was de- 
signed by O. C. Overton as a flag 
for Sunday schools and_ churches. 
Overton said its purpose was to “re- 
mind all men of their allegiance to 
God, just as their national flag ex- 
presses their loyalty to their coun- 
try.” 

I think that most of our people 
have seen the Christian flag. This is what it looks like. It is a 
white rectangle with a blue triangle field in the upper corner 
at the mast side which contains a red Latin cross. This flag has 
become recognized by general uses and not by any official ac- 
tion of an ecclesiastical body. There are other designs of em- 
ploying the cross in use by some churches. We are told that 
the Protestant Episcopal Church has its own special flag. The 
U. S. Navy also has a Christian symbol. The flag is a triangle 
pennant of white with a blue Latin cross in the center. The 
Army prescribes a special flag for Christian chaplains. It is a 
blue rectangle with a white Latin cross. 


According to Protestant Voice’s editorial, if a church flag or 
banner is used along with the flag of the nation in the sanc- 
tuary, the symbol of loyalty to God should be given precedence 
and placed to the right of the congregation as they face the 
altar. The U. S. Navy also gives precedence to the Christian 
flag by flying it above the Stars and Stripes during the period 
of divine worship.

appears to dissent from this procedure. Its code of flag eti- 
quette, adopted in 1923, rules that the place of honor always 
shall be given to the national flag. Flags within themselves 
are not honored, but after all, the principles for which they 
stand, and it is indeed interesting to know that the people of 
our country have become interested enough in Christianity 
that they have for it a symbol going hand in hand with that 
symbol of patriotism, the Stars and Stripes. With every true 
Christian, allegiance to God and His cause must be paramount 
in his life, and such an attitude will make him of necessity a 


loyal patriot. 
Lincoln’s Birth- AS usual, the week of February 12 was 
day a time of speaking and editorial comment 
on the life of the great emancipa- 
tor, Abraham Lincoln. For many years after Mr. Lincoln’s 
death, he was described by biographers as a pious and de- 
vout man of God, but in 1872 a biography was published 
reporting him to be the next thing to an infidel, which 
touched off a disquieting controversy that has never really 
ended. 

The fact that Mr. Lincoln did not agree with the ecclesias- 
tics of his day does not signify that he did not believe in God, 
for a great many things in Lincoln’s life prove to the con- 
trary. In his farewell address in Springfield he said, “Without 
the assistance of that divine Being, 
I cannot succeed.” On another oc- 
casion, as war clouds were gathering, 
he is said to have remarked, “I see 
the duty devolving upon me. [ have 
read upon my knees the story of 
Gethsemane where the Son of God 
prayed in vain that the cup of bit- 
terness might pass from Him.” At- 
one time, when he was warned that 
there was a plot to assassinate him, 
he replied to the friend who gave the 
warning, “I see no other safeguard 
against murder but to be always 
ready to die, as Christ advises it.” 


In the latter days of his life, Lin- 
coln spake often of God. It seemed 
that as his responsibilities mounted, 
he turned more and more to prayer, 
seeking divine aid in his hours of de- 
cisions. Especially at one point most 
of his biographers are agreed. Lin- 
coln identified himself early in his 
career with the purpose of God. He 
felt he had a divine mission in life. The sense of this mission 
grew on him as time went on, until he renounced almost every 
other interest to carry it out. It is thought now that as some 
of Lincoln’s social beliefs were misunderstood because his 
country was not ready for them, so were some of his religious 
attitudes misconstrued by well meaning but snap judging 


churchmen.

No one knew what be- 
came of Thomas. It was supposed he had 
wandered off and died. He himself did 
not know because he was unconscious. 
His child was an outcast orphan and 
treated very badly by those in whose 
hands she had fallen. 


We can cause others many pains, sor- 
rows, and heartaches by being uncon- 
scious. 

By some means, after years had rolled 
by, Thomas Osborne got back to his own 
plantation, No one knew him. He had 
not shaved nor had a hair cut since he 
became unconscious. He did not know his

brother, nor his own name, because he 
was unconscious. He was called “Wan- 
dering Tom” because he just wandered 
all the time. He lived in a little shack 
on the plantation.

One cold 
snowy night she was driven out without 
a home. She went to the shack of Wan- 
dering Tom to find a place to stay that 
night.

I am no longer a pau- 
per, a lost man, a dead man.” Why? Be- 
cause he came to himself. 


Now leaving this illustration with you, 
let’s get down to the text, Luke 15:17, 
“And when he came to himself.” That 
poor Hebrew boy, the prodigal son, who 
had plenty at father’s house but ran 
away, was unsatisfied, unconscious, down 
at the hog pen. Not a worse place could 
a Jew be found than at a nasty hog pen. 

Where can there be a worse place on 
earth today than these dirty, nasty slop 
holes along the road that the devil has 
for the unconscious people who are out 
drinking and carousing around! 

But, thank God, when he came to him- 
self he said, “I will arise.” Yes, thank 
God, arise; don’t stay in shame and sin 
any longer. “And go to my father, and 
say, I have sinned.” Not John, not Bill, 
not Sallie, not Jane, but “I have sinned.”

Chronicles we find such a one. 

“And they entered into a covenant to 
seek the Lord God of their fathers with 
all their heart and with all their soul; 
That whosoever would not seek the Lord 
God of Israel should be put to death, 
whether small or great, whether man or 
woman. And they sware unto the Lord 
with a loud voice, and with shouting, 
and with trumpets, and with cornets. 
And all Judah rejoiced at the oath: for 
they had sworn with all their heart, and 
sought him with their whole desire; and 
he was found of them: and the Lord 
gave them rest round about.” Verses 12- 
15. 


THERE WAS A REASON FOR 
THIS COVENANT, as there are with 
all others, and that reason was that the 
tribes of Judah and Benjamin had a 
spiritual awakening. What a glorious 
thought! They had been drawn away 
from God into idolatrous worship, but 
a prophetical message was delivered by 
Oded, and King Asa decided to clean out 
the abominable idols and seek God. Often- 
times our messages do not have suffi- 
cient inspiration to arouse our people, but 
when a message is delivered under the 
unction of the Holy Ghost it is a serious 
thing to reject it. God still desires con- 
secrated ministers to deliver His Word in 
love, but with authority. 

GODLY PEOPLE WILL SUBMIT TO 
A GODLY LEADER, and the two tribes 
were glad to follow King Asa in every- 
thing that he suggested for the spiritual 
betterment of their people. They entered 
into the covenant with their whole heart 
and soul, not with a grudge or a feeling 
that too much was expected of them. 
When God’s people desire, above all other 
thines, the avvroval and blessing of the 
Lord, no sacrifice will be too great. They 
understood that the only way to have 
God’s blessing was by seeking Him as a 
united people. It is needless to expect God 
to answer our prayers until we are will- 
ing to do His will. He prefers obedience 
to sacrifice. 

THOSE WHO REFUSE TO SUB- 
MIT TO GOD AND HIS WORD break 
their fellowship with the children of God, 
bringing sorrow and perhaps spiritual 
death to themselves. The two tribes of 
Israel realized the necessity of unity and 
they were determined to have it even to 
the extent of putting to death all who 
would bring discord by refusing to sub- 
mit to the covenant. I believe it is the 
will of God to break fellowship with 
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those who walk disorderly, accepting on- 
ly that which pleases them. They are not 
only disloyal to the Church but to God 
and humanity. A crippled church cannot 
function properly. Regardless of whether 
they be great or small (so far as the 
world is concerned), man or woman, 
they must be put out from amongst the 
body or there is danger of leavening the 
whole lump. 


THE FAITHFUL ARE NOT 
ASHAMED OF GOD’S WORD, and are 
willing with loud voices and music to 
proclaim the glory and power of God. 
We all have the right to shout when we 
are enjoying blessed unity in Him, seek- 
ing Him with our heart and soul, as a 
body. We are not ashamed of the gospel 
for it is the power of God. Obedience 
to the Word will bring us power and 
any other kind of power is worthless, a 
curse and a hindrance. The Holy Ghost 
cannot bless those who are in disobedi- 
ence and out of fellowship. It behooves 
all to put forth any effort and every ef- 
fort to retain that sweet fellowship. 

GOD CAN BE FOUND BY ALL 
WHO SEEK, with their whole heart and 
soul. We will find the things we seek, 
will receive what we ask for, God’s rich- 
est blessings will rain down upon us. How 
privileged we are in having the oppor- 
tunity to seek Him, to commune with 
Him, to do as He asks us to. The way of 
blessing and usefulness is the way of 
obedience and submission. It is so much 
easier to submit to the will of God than 
to resist it, and verily there is no other 
course for the child of God than to en- 
deavor, by God’s grace, to keep all of our 
Lord’s commandments. 


RESULTS COME TO THOSE WHO 


SEEK GOD, just as they did to the two 
tribes. They had peace. Poets have writ- 
ten of peace, singers have sung of it, 
millions have died seeking it, wars are 
being fought to gain it, billions are be- 
ing spent to bring it, but glory to God, 
we have it, when we seek, trust and obey 
our Lord. We may think we received it 
without cost, but it cost our Lord His 
life. God the Father reached the ex- 
tremity in trying to save the world, and 
since it cost Him so much, it is going to 
cost us all we have to retain it. It is giv- 
en as a gift, but we must give our bodies 
as a living sacrifice, submit to God’s 
holy will and Word, follow the leadings 
of the Spirit of God, walk in faith and 
manifest the love of God and the Spirit 
of Christ, if we would hold it fast. 

Ig THE RESULT WORTH THE 
SACRIFICE? No one would deny it, if 
he has tasted of the glory of God. If 
it takes wholehearted seeking to gain 
these things, how necessary is it to con- 
tinue that seeking that we may _ keep 
them. 





Still Pressing On 

CLAYSBURG, Pa.—We are praising

Kingston, Jamaica, B. W. I. 


The thirteenth annual convention of 
the New Testament Church of God, Ja- 
maica, B. W. I., is now history, having 
convened January 24-27. And it is great 
history because God has given us the vic- 
tory over the foe of all true Christians, 
His Church in particular. God was with 
us in a marked way. We could feel His 
presence hovering over the great congre- 
gations which assembled each day and 
night during the convention. Our well 
beloved General Overseer, Brother J. H.

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Question: Please give me some scrip- 
tures on “Where are the dead?” Here is 
what I would like to know, does the soul 
go right to hell or to heaven at death 
or is there a prepared place for it? 
Are the dead conscious, wherever they 
are? In Eccl. 9:5-10 it says the dead 
know not anything. In Rev. 6:10 it says 
they cried out, thus showing that they 
were conscious and under the altar, 
wherever that was. If the soul departs 
from the body and goes straight to heav- 
en or to a prepared place besides the 
grave, why does it have to return to the 
grave? The Scriptures say that the dead 
in Christ shall rise first. To rise would in- 
dicate you were down or in the grave. I 
know the body will not rise for it will 
be changed to a spiritual body and that 
will rise, but where will the soul or 
spirit be until then? Please explain.— 
E. W. 

Answer: In order for us to determine 
the destiny of man, it might be well for 
us to know something of his origin. In 
Gen. 2:7 we read, “And the Lord God 
formed man of the dust of the ground, 
and breathed into his nostrils the breath 
of life; and man became a living soul.” 
Here we find man to be a triune being 
—hbody, soul, and spirit, or body, spirit, 
and soul. The Lord God formed the 
body out of the dust of the earth. Then 
God breathed into man _ the breath or 
spirit of life. The product of this union; 
namely, the body and the spirit, brought 
into existence the living soul. The word 
“spirit” is translated from Greek and 
Hebrew words which mean “wind,” 
“breath,” the Greek word being “pneu- 
ma” from whence comes the word we use 
in designating pneumatic tires or tires 
filled with air. Beings referred to as 
spirits are usually designated as evil 
spirits or angelic spirits or the Spirit of 
God, thus invisible or beings as air, be 
they evil or good. Since the body is ma- 
terial, it is the body that God spoke 
of when He said, “For in the day thou 
eatest thereof thou shalt surely die.” The 
soul of man did not die but the spirit 
left the body and the body died. It is 
this part of man; namely, the body, that 
is spoken of in Eccl. 9:5-10. The book 
of Ecclesiastes is called “The Book of 
the Man Under the Sun,” the phrase 
“under the sun” appearing about thirty- 
seven times in the book. Thus we un- 
derstand that the dead know not any- 
thing “under the sun,” or here in this 
world. As far as all visibility is con- 
cerned, they are gone and know noth- 
ing. 

The scripture in Rev. 6:10 is just ex- 
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actly as it says, describing where the 
souls of men are. These were righteous. 
They had died for the cause of Christ 
and were in waiting. Paul said, 1 Thess. 
4:14, “For if we believe that Jesus died 
and rose again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with him.” 
Thus we see that the soul is with Christ 
and will be brought back with Him to 
reunite with the body in the resurrec- 
tion. The same passage in the sixteenth 
verse says, “For the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first.” So those who are asleep 
in Jesus God will bring with Him, and 
those who are dead in Christ shall rise 
first. Of course, the souls of those who 
sleep in Him will reunite with the bodies 
of those who die in Christ. 

The story of the rich man and Laza- 
rus seems to present -the idea that those 
who die without God go to a place of 
torment. Whether they go directly to 
the lake of fire or into outer darkness un- 
til a final time of judgment, matters 
not; it is torment. The Scripture seems 
to set forth very clearly that there is to 
be a general resurrection and judgment. 
But since we are interested more in where 
the saints will go at death, we find them 
to be with the Lord. Paul said, in 2 Cor. 
5:8, 9, “We are confident, I say, and 
willing rather to be absent from the 
body, and to be present with the Lord. 
Wherefore we labour, that, whether 
present or absent, we may be accepted 
of him.” Thus is set forth very clearly 
that when we die and are absent from 
the body, we are present with Him. 


Question: Plaese explain Luke 22:31, 
32. Was Peter converted before Jesus 
went to the cross or afterward?—P. E. 
C. 

Answer: The verses referred to read, 
“And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, be- 
hold, Satan hath desired to have you, 
that he may sift you as wheat: But I 
have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail 
not: and when thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren.” It is Satan 
who sifts the people, and not the Lord. 
The Lord uses the fan, as recorded in 
Matt. 3:12, “Whose fan is in his hand, 
and he will throughly purge his floor, 
and gather his wheat into the garner; but 
he will burn up the chaff with un- 
quenchable fire.” The sieve sifts out the 
good and leaves the bad. The fan fans 
out the bad and leaves the good. Our

Of the many hundreds saved but few 
can qualify for church membership be- 
cause of their not being legally married.

Men-Worshipers 
My heart was strangely gripped on 


seeing a man posing as a priest, dressed 


in a gorgeous, long scarlet robe, out in 
a park near the street, with the open sky 
as his covering and with a smoking 
torch his only light, to light the faces 
of the black men thronged about them 
as he praised Haile Salassie as being the 
only God, the King of kings, and the 
Lord of lords. He predicted that in 1942 
there should not be one stone left upon 
another, and then in the next breath he 
cursed. He described the living condi- 
tions in Africa as being much better 
than those in Jamaica, and stated that 
when Haile Salassie asked the League of 
Nations if they had anything for the 
Africans, in response to their answer, he 
shook his head and walked out of the 
room. He claims that that was when 
darkness fell upon all the earth and that 
this war is the result of that failure to 
recognize the King of kings and the 
Lord of lords. Poor priest! He didn’t 
realize that England recently gave back 
to the dethroned king his country and 
loaned him money to re-establish his peo- 
ple. Nevertheless, he acclaimed Haile Sa- 
lassie as being God on earth, and ques- 
tioned, “Why go elsewhere to seek Him?” 
The roaring crowd would answer as with 
the “rah, rah, rah” of a football team, 
“Yes, Haile Salassie is God!” 

There was a strange feeling that crept 
over my heart as I stood there and lis- 
tened at that person acclaim another man 
as being God and watched the people so 
duped as to believe his story. After 
Brother Pearson and I walked up, the on- 
ly two white people in the group, we 
were surrounded by several of the num- 
ber; and the priest said: “The white 
men are here to trap this black man,” 
and made many other unfavorable re- 
marks. But I only pulled my hat down 
a little tighter, said nothing, and listened 
longer to his awful ungodly claims. 

When we think of these poor unfor- 
tunate souls, our hearts go out to them 
with pity; and yet right here in our fair 
America, I understand, millions worship 
“Father Divine” and “Daddy Grace.” 
When the millions of every race will bow 
to such an awful thing, it seems more 
than one can comprehend; yet our God 
said that in the last days such would be. 
Never did I believe that I would live to 
see such a day until just a few years ago, 
but that day is here, definitely here. 

Don’t forget to pray for the work in 
our mission fields because these are dan- 
gerous times. 

These are perilous times we are in— 
more dangerous, more serious than the 
multimillions have realized. This is truly 
a day of grim undeniable realities. Pray 


for our missionaries and missions. We 
must work while it is day for the night 
cometh. It is true we look on to sure 
everlasting victory. We know the morn- 
ing cometh, but we are also faced with 
the fact that the night must also come, 
“for the morning cometh, also the night,” 
isa.
